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Taxpayers set to foot 
bill for free bus travel 


FREE bus travel for pensioners 
could lead to a Council Tax hike for 
everyone else in Haverhill after it 
was revealed the scheme had to be 
subsidised by £225,000 this year. 

Haver hill pensioners can travel for 
free in Suffolk since a concessionary 
fares scheme was introduced in 
April 2006. 

But a £427,000 grant from central Govern¬ 
ment failed to cover the cost of running the 
scheme - St Edmundsbury Borough Council 
has revealed there was a £223,000 shortfall this 
year. And councillors are now warning the 
scheme will have an impact on Council Tax 
payers next year.

Coun Terry Clements, cabinet member 
responsible for transport and planning, said: 
“Offering free travel is good news for many 
people but we need to be realistic about the cost 
to Council Tax payers. 

“The Government grant falls far short this 
year and we are worried that exactly the same 
will happen next year. 

“And as we have no way of knowing how 
many people will make use of next year’s free 
travel scheme, we cannot make an accurate 
estimate about costs in next year’s budget.” 

St Edmundsbury’s cabinet was looking at 
sticking to the Government’s recommendation 
to cover free off-peak travel, but the council is 


now promising to continue with offering the 
scheme at all times. 

Coun Clements said: “It is a good idea but 
some people use it just to ride around. There 
are so many people using it now.” 

Our sister paper, the Cambridge Evening 
News, campaigned for four months in 2006 to 
get the scheme on track across the region. 

It delivered a petition of more than 10,000 
signatures to 10 Downing Street. 

In St Edmundsbury, there are almost 12,000 
concessionary fare pass-holders who are 
entitled to free travel, with costs being met by 
the district council where passengers live. 

The council said it is seeking a commitment 
from the Government that it will either take on 
the responsibility for this scheme or that it will 
reimburse the actual costs involved.

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Robbery, floods and 
puppy love in 2007! 


JANUARY 

THE year got off to a 
disturbing start with an 
armed robbery on New 
Year’s Day at Ladbrokes in 
Jubilee Walk, Haverhill, with 
an unknown amount of 
cash being taken. Another 
armed robbery just two 
days later, at B & B Stores 
on Chappie Drive, forced 
the mayor, Ann Thomas, to 
deny that the town had 
turned into a “Wild West” 
outpost. 

Weekly News readers 
came to the rescue of 15- 
week old puppy Frank with 
a stunning fundraising 
performance. The young 
Golden Retriever, owned by 
Haverhill couple Chris 
Brown and Amanda Kemp, 
needed a £3,000 operation 
to save his life from a rare 
liver condition - and within 
a week readers had 
donated enough cash to 
allow the surgery to go 
ahead.

2007.

West Wratting witnessed a 
funerary procession with a 
difference when the body 
of villager Ken Donaldson, 
70, was taken to church on 
a 19th Century bier which 
he had discovered in the 
churchyard during the 
1970s. 


FEBRUARY 

Robert and Samantha 
Mason, of Great Wratting, 
waited anxiously at the 
bedside of their two-year- 
old daughter Sorrel after 
she underwent a pioneering 
bone marrow transplant to 
treat her acute myeloid 
leukaemia. Following the 
operation, Robert donated 
white blood cells for his 
daughter until she was able 
to produce her own. 
Tributes were paid to 15- 
year-old Imogen Barker, 
who died in a road accident 
on the A1307 at 
Horseheath. The Shudy 
Camps resident was struck 
by a car after getting off the 
bus. Her mother Christiane 
said: “She was 
hardworking, she loved her 
music and her friends, and 
she was absolutely loyal to 
them.” 

Haverhill councillor Gordon 
Cox landed himself in hot 
water after telling youth 
councillor Emrys Green that 
“children should not 
interrupt when adults were 
speaking” and that “only 
when they paid, could they 
have a say”. Coun Cox 
avoided a two-month 
suspension after making an 
apology. 

MARCH 

It emerged that a Castle 


Camps farmer had built 
himself a three-bedroom 
farmhouse without planning 
permission - and then built 
a 20ft barricade of straw 
bales to hide it from view. 
South Cambridgeshire 
District Council told David 
Spencer, of Lower Camps 
Hill, to make a retrospective 
application, but local 
residents called for tougher 
enforcement. 

Tragedy struck when a 
teacher from Haverhill died 
just days before her 
wedding. Twenty-three- 
year-old Shelly Baisden 
was meant to marry her 
fiance William Brindle on 
Easter Monday, but she 
lost her two-year battle with 
cancer on March 17. 
Despite protests from local 
residents, planning 
permission was given for a 
6,000sqm Tesco 
supermarket on the Station 
Yard site in Haverhill. When 
the store finally opens in 
2009 it could create up to 
500 jobs. 

APRIL 

Plans for a £9.2 million 
cinema and restaurant 
complex in Haverhill got the 


baby. The baby’s 25-year- 
old father, his 21 -year-old 
fiancee and five-year-old 
son had been asleep at 
their Wentworth Terrace 
property when a wheelie 
bin in an adjoining 
cupboard was set alight. A 
16-year-old was later given 
a 12-month supervision 
order for the offence. 

MAY 

A charity shop supervisor 
branded thieves who broke 
into her store by cutting a 
hole in the ceiling as 
“scum”. Intruders stole 
cash from the NCH shop in 
Queen Street, Haverhill, 
after gaining access to the 
flat above. The charity was 
left counting the cost of 
around £200 in lost takings 
and a hefty repair bill. 
Ladbrokes in Jubilee Walk, 
Haverhill, was again 
targeted by an armed 
robber - believed to be the 
same man responsible for 
the raid on New Year’s Day 
and also a robbery at 
Ladbrokes’ Camps Road 
branch in February. The 
man, who is believed to 
have targeted 21 betting 
shops across the region, is 



go-ahead. Building work on 
the Ehringshausen Way 
development, which will 
also feature a number of 
retail units, got under way 
in August. 

Haverhill student Liam 
Plumridge had the trip of a 
lifetime to Ecuador as part 
of the BBC 2 programme, 
Beyond Boundaries. Liam, 
who suffers from dyspraxia, 
travelled to South America 
with nine other disabled 
young people, where they 
sailed down the Amazon 
and climbed a volcano. 

A Haverhill family were 
saved from an arson attack 
- after being woken by the 
cries of their five-week-old 


still on the run despite an 
appeal on the BBC’s 
Crimewatch programme 
and a £10,000 reward offer 
from the Association of 
British Bookmakers. 


JUNE 

Britain spent much of June 
under water, and 
Cambridgeshire was no 
exception - with Steeple 
Bumpstead being the worst 
hit in the region. One man 
had to be rescued after he 
was stranded in the village 
ford on the bonnet of his 
car following a sudden 
deluge, while residents had 
to be evacuated from their

homes in Church Street, 
Water Lane, and also 
Helions Road - where 
thieves broke into 
properties as they stood 
empty. 

However, there was 
glorious sunshine for Great 
Wratting Fete, which raised 
£5,400 for church funds. 
The guest of honour was 
young Sorrel Mason, who 
had been released from 
hospital just in time for her 
sister’s first birthday. 

Doctors now hope that she 
should make a full recovery. 
South Cambridgeshire 
District Council rejected 
plans for a wind farm near 
West Wratting, after 
concerns were raised about 
the size of the development 
and potential damage to 
the countryside landscape. 
Renewable Energy 
Systems, which had hoped 
to build 13 turbines at 
Wad low Farm, said it 
planned to appeal. 

From despair came the gift 
of life, following the death of 
24-year-old Christopher 
Skinner, from Haverhill. 
Parents Nigel and Anna 
Skinner, of Chappie Drive, 
said they were devastated 
after Christopher died from 
a brain haemorrhage, but 
revealed that two other lives 
had been saved by the 
donation of his organs.

UON BEHALF of the town mayor, 
Ted Trebble, I would like to take 
this opportunity to reflect on the 
past year. What’s been happening in 
Haverhill in 2007? Well, quite a lot! 
One of my personal highlights of the 
year was in November. Everyone at 
the town council was very proud to 
honour Haverhill’s war veterans with 
the Freedom of Haverhill. 

At two ceremonies at the arts 
centre, we presented more than 60 
veterans with a special certificate to 
recognise their bravery and, in the 
words of the certificate, that the 
“stability which we are grateful [in 
Haverhill] to enjoy is founded upon 
their selfless and valiant deeds”. 
Both ceremonies and the 


Remembrance Day parade were 
special events which I am 
particularly proud to have taken part 
in. 

If we look to the ways the town 
council has helped improve the 
fabric of the town, we have funded 
new litter and dog bins, bus 
shelters, are part-funding the 
refurbishment of a play area, and 
we set aside money for fencing the 
cemetery. 

We are also looking at increasing 
public access to West Town Park 
after it was realised that there was a 
wider, and rarer, range of flora than 
previously recognised. Together 
with the Environment Agency and 
St Edmundsbury Borough Council, 


the town council will be introducing 
more interpretation boards, seating 
and litter bins, and a different cross¬ 
park walk. 

Local organisations have benefited 
from the council’s community 
support in 2007 with grants totalling 
£20,000. Groups benefiting this 
time include two new organisations 
- the Haverhill School of Speech 
and Drama, which is looking to hold 
a Festival of Speech and Drama in 
2008, and the History Film Group, 
which is looking to make a film of 
21st Century life in Haverhill. 

Leisure events in the town seemed 
to meet with approval, judging from 
the turnouts. Crowds packed the 
Market Square for the summer’s live 


music events, the Hallowe’en Trail 
and the Family Christmas Night 
were equally well attended, and the 
arts centre has also boosted overall 
attendance. 

On a more serious note, we have 
campaigned in respect of funding 
for Primary Care Trust cash for 
doctors. 

To conclude, we at the town council 
hope that 2008 proves as fruitful as 
2007 and look forward to 
welcoming Coun Trebble back to 
the council in the near future.”

Labour fears over 
daycare charging 


CHARGES for daycare in 
Haverhill are going ahead - 
despite the county council 
holding a second debate on the 
controversial plan. 

Labour councillors are concerned at 
the impact the cuts will have on the 
vulnerable and lonely 
A public consultation exercise found 
a majority of residents were against 
charging for daycare services so Labour 
“called in” the decision, forcing a 
second council debate. 

But by a vote of 41-25, pleas from 
Labour and the Liberal Democrats to 
keep free home care in Suffolk were 
rejected by county councillors. 

Labour’s Kevan Lim said by the 
authority’s own reckoning, 2,480 
residents across the county would now

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be forced to pay for either all their 
daycare or at least part of it. 

Coun Lim told the council: “This is 
not a small change you are introducing. 

“This policy will take a slice from the 
incomes of thousands of Suffolk’s most 
old and vulnerable, including those on 
income support and disability allow¬ 
ance, and forces over 2,500 people to pay 
charges for the first time. 

“The Labour group would use some of 
Suffolk’s higher than expected govern¬ 
ment grant to avoid this unnecessary 
and unfair policy” 

The group pointed out that a higher 
than expected grant announcement 
from Government meant an additional 
£7 million was available to the council. 


Graham Newman, the Conservative 
portfolio holder for adult and comm¬ 
unity services at Suffolk County 
Council said: “It is very frustrating that 
the Labour group is playing politics 
once again with this issue. 

“The simple fact is that virtually 
every council in the country operates a 
charging scheme similar to the one we 
are proposing, including all others in 
the east of England. 

“Not only this, the Government 
openly expects us to charge for these 
services and has moderated our funding 
accordingly 

“This scheme protects the most 
vulnerable - those with the greatest 
social care needs and the least funds - 
by still ensuring that nearly half of 
those receiving services will continue to 
pay nothing.”

A SHOP that has stood 
derelict in Haverhill’s 
High Street for the past 
five years is set to remain 
closed after planners 
recommended turning 
down proposals to build 
flats above it. 

The well-known Bowes and 
Bowes carpet shop has been 
empty since a fire gutted it in 
2002. 

Company owner Pat Bowes 
has since relocated his busi¬ 
ness and sold on the premises 
to developers. 

But Unique Building Con¬ 
tractors has now had plans for 
nine flats and a new retail unit 
twice recommended for refusal 
by St Edmundsbury Borough

Council’s planning depart¬ 
ment. In the latest application, 
the firm outlined plans to 
demolish and rebuild the site. 

A plan for four one-bedroom 
and four two-bedroom flats on 
the site was turned down in 
November. The council said it 
was too large and overbearing 
for neighbouring properties. 

This time, the plans were for 
a three-storey development and 
changed to include seven one- 
bedroom and two two-bedroom 
flats. 

But the council is still opp¬ 
osed to its size and has rec¬ 
ommended permission be 
refused when its development 


control committee meets on 
January 3. 

The council’s design and 
conservation officer states in 
the agenda for the meeting: 
“The new proposal has taken 
account of earlier reservations 
with regard to the front High 
Street elevation. 

“However, the two rear ele¬ 
ments to the High Street are 
little changed in scale and 
massing. 

“The rear and side elevations 
are still as overbearing as the 
original proposal and likely to 
have a detrimental effect on 
properties in Duddery Road.” 

The building’s previous 
occupant, Pat Bowes, now runs 
his carpet business from his 
home.

No vision in school change plan 


Sir, Where is the vision for Haverhill in the 
proposed reorganisation plans for 
education? 

Headteachers of the two upper schools 
have had access to plenty of publicity for 
their support in getting rid of middle 
schools through reorganisation. 

Teachers’ voices have not been heard. 

We were told, by Suffolk LEA, that we 
were not allowed to incite anyone to our 
view. Many teachers are opposed to the 
scheme, but are afraid of voicing their 
concerns because, despite the 
“protocol” signed up to by many heads, 
they fear that making their opposition 
clear will jeopardise their future 
employment. No-one is opposed to 
exciting solutions to educational 
problems: all are agreed that more 
collaboration would be advantageous. 
New buildings depend on money 
provided by government schemes - this 
money is not guaranteed. If the grant 
money is not available, and Suffolk 
already has the funds to cover this, why 
has this money not been spent where it 
is already needed, rather than on whole 
scale reorganisation? 

Two out of the four middle schools in the 
area are very successful. Ipswich has 
opted out, and decided to go 
independent, which will take more funds 
away from Suffolk. 

We are told that students will find the 
process smooth. This is not the case in 
previous reorganisations. Teachers are 
dedicated professionals who will do their 


best to ensure as little disruption as 
possible for the students in their care. 
However, children are already being 
taught by cover supervisors (who are 
excellent, but not trained teachers) and 
supply teachers, while their own teachers 
are being sent for re-training. This will get 
worse as staff leave for more stable jobs. 
Parents are already withdrawing their 
children. 

Statistics have been quoted to show that 
reorganisation to a two-tier system will 
lead to increased attainment. At best, 
these increases are very small. They are 
also arguable: some authorities which 
have changed from three to two-tier 
systems have shown some improvement, 
but this increase is on a par with 
authorities which have stayed three-tier; 
education results have improved 
generally. In some areas which have 
reorganised from three-tier to two-tier, 
the results have been disastrous. 
Continuing with two upper schools and a 
joint sixth form does not sound like a 
new solution, just the old one disguised 
by new buildings. The publishing of 
league tables will inevitably continue an 
unhealthy rivalry. 

When Haverhill was reorganised into a 
three-tier system some years ago, it was 
in response to sound educational and 
psychological research. Suffolk’s current 
reorganisation is directly in conflict with 
this, as well as with very recent reports 
on children’s wellbeing, which show that 
smaller schools are better for children, 


especially at adolescence. Many areas 
and other countries are moving towards 
this three-tier system. 

If Suffolk is set on reorganising, it would 
seem more sensible to retain middle 
schools as Key Stage 3 schools (for ages 
11-14) and amalgamate the upper 
schools, together with a sixth form. 
Children are better able to make the 
change to a larger, unified educational 
centre at the age of 14. One way this 
could be realised is by developing a 
single purpose-built, well-resourced 
campus, where numbers of students 
needing to access the site could be 
organised into smaller units or “mini 
upper schools” of approximately 400-500 
students (a size now being increasingly 
recommended as one which maximises 
pupils’ wellbeing and achievement and 
would also allow for some diversity) 
alongside a 16+ college. One site which 
is richly resourced to service the new 14- 
19 curriculum would mean less travelling 
between sites both for students and staff 
(and, let’s face it, it hasn’t worked very 
satisfactorily so far where courses have 
been shared between the upper schools) 
and improve efficient use of resources. 
Shared governance of the site would 
create the much needed co-operation 
and shared vision necessary for an 
education system for the future. Now this 
truly would be an exciting vision for the 
future of Haverhill.

HEALTH and safety 
inspectors say a new 
play centre where a four- 
year-old broke his leg is 
safe, calling the incident 
an “unfortunate acci¬ 
dent”. 

Tai Rose was injured while 
playing with his cousin at 
Boomerangs Play Centre in 
Boundary Road, Haverhill, in 
October. 

Following the incident, a St 
Edmundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil health and safety inspector 
visited the site to look at its 
play equipment. 

His report said: “Whilst it is 
very unfortunate that Tai 
suffered such an injury due to 
an accident at the premises, I 
am satisfied that Boomerangs 
have taken all reasonable 
steps to prevent such an 
occurrence.” 

The inspector confirmed 
that an inspection of the nur¬ 
sery’s play equipment found it 
in excellent condition and he 
has not recommended any 
alterations to the equipment. 

Donna Anderson, who owns 
the soft play centre with her 
husband Andrew, said: “We 
have been given a clean bill of 
health. 

“We have our own independ¬ 
ent health and safety con¬ 
sultant who advised us 


throughout the set up of 
Boomerangs on safety issues. 

“We were also inspected by 
the Royal Society for the Pre¬ 
vention of Accidents, who 
would have, without a doubt, 
not allowed us to open our 
doors to the public if they felt 


there were any safety issues. 

“Safety has always been 
foremost in our minds. Of 
course we do feel sorry for the 
boy who injured himself but 
we have confirmation that all 
aspects of the facility are 
safe.” 


MP’s fears 
over bed cut 
numbers 

HAVERHILL’S MP Richard Spring is 
“dismayed” at new figures which show 
a large drop in the number of hospital 
beds available in Suffolk. 

The figures, released by the Depart¬ 
ment of Health, show that 19.6 per cent 
of local hospital beds have been cut 
since 1997. 

The figures were revealed as part of 
an answer to the MP’s question on the 
issue in Parliament. 

He said: “Continuously our local 
hospitals are on ‘black alert’ as a 
shortage of beds sees our hospitals at 
bursting point. 

“Now we know the reason why. In the 
past 10 years, 20 per cent of available 
beds have been cut. 

“Having hospitals full to capacity 
raises the risk of superbugs such as 
Clostridium difficile and MRSA. At a 
time when we have already seen 
worrying increases in the amount of 
superbug cases at some hospitals in the 
region, these figures are even more 
disturbing. 

“Our doctors and nurses do a 
wonderful job but they are struggling 
to cope.” 

The amount of available beds in 
Suffolk hospitals has decreased 20 per 
cent from 1,501 in 1996/97 to 1,194 in 
2006/07.

EERA’s planning 


panel has cut the prop¬ 
osed figure to 233 
pitches after allocating 
more in other parts of 
the region. 

South Cambs may 
only have to find room 
for another 59 pitches 
with Fenland 89, Cam¬ 
bridge 15, East Cambs 
35 and Huntingdon¬ 
shire 20, as previously 

The panel’s recomm¬ 
endations will be con¬ 
sidered by the regional 
assembly on January 
25 in Norwich.

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Council Tax to 
increase while 
services get cut 


THERE will be cuts to 
services and a 5 per 
cent rise in Council 
Tax rates from Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County 
Council next year. 

Its leader Coun Keith 
Walters has directed dep¬ 
artments to budget for a 5 
per cent rise - running the 
risk of being capped by the 
Government - because he 
cannot stomach the level of 
cuts needed if the Council 
Tax bill was lower 

It will mean an extra 90p 
a week added to the bill for 
the average band D house. 

Local Government Min¬ 
ister John Healey warned 
that average Council Tax 
increases should be “sub¬ 
stantially below” 5 per cent 
and that “authorities would 
be unwise to assume prev¬ 
ious capping principles will 
be repeated”. 

But the council’s finance 
team has warned there is 
“very little possibility of 
lower increases without

significant service re¬ 
ductions” after the Gov¬ 
ernment increased overall 
funding for Cambridge¬ 
shire by just 2 per cent for 
the next two years and 2.2 
per cent the year after. 

Not only are the rises 
below the rate of inflation, 
but the Government will 
also take £753,000 away in 
2009/10 and £1.98 million in 
2010/11 to fund other 
authorities despite the 
county’s rapidly growing 
population. 

The council is still work¬ 
ing out what the funding 
settlement will mean for 
services and where the axe 
will have to fall. 

Senior councillors strug¬ 
gled to understand the 
Government’s thinking as 
they discussed next year’s 
budget. 

Coun Walters said: “We 
should go for 5 per cent or 


cuts in services will be too 
painful. 

“We’ve got the fastest- 
growing county in the 
nation, a percentage in¬ 
crease which is less than 
half the average for 
counties, indeed less than 
the prevailing rate of 
inflation. 

“I intend to remind Her 
Majesty’s Government that 
when they started, this lot 
said they were going to 
make local government 
finance fairer and more 
transparent. 

Coun Jill Tuck, cabinet 
member for children and 
young people’s services, 
said: “Somebody has got to 
make sense of why the 
Government continues to 
do this to Cambridgeshire.” 

Coun Mac McGuire, its 
portfolio holder for tran¬ 
sport and access, said: “If 
the Government believes it 
has got it right for us, it 
should have no difficulty 
explaining it to us.”

Kai is being 
trained to 
be top dog 

A CUDDLY new recruit has joined 
Cambridgeshire police. 

The puppy may not be one of the 100 new 
officers chief constable Julie Spence is 
demanding to tackle an influx of migrants. 
But seven-month-old German Shepherd 
Kai could still be sniffing out crooks within 
months. 

His handler, Pc Martin Lloyd, said Kai is 
showing promising signs of being a 
suitable candidate for a police dog. 

He said: “Kai is too young to begin his 
formal police dog training but, through 
playing games, he has been showing his 
natural instincts and is looking promising. 
At this stage all we are trying to do is focus 
those natural instincts and encourage 
them.” 

Kai, who lives with Pc Lloyd, his wife and 
two children, was donated to the police by 
a family who were finding his playful 
nature too aggressive and demanding, but 
Pc Lloyd saw potential in the puppy. 
However, the most important member of 
the family Kai must impress is Pc Lloyd’s 
other working police dog, Gunner. 

He said: “Gunner is just over seven years 
old, and he is approaching the age at 
which police dogs retire. 

“He is very athletic, but it’s a balancing act 
about what’s best for the dog. As they get 
older they are less agile, and Gunner 
especially doesn’t like the hot weather. I 
am hoping to keep Gunner in his 
retirement years. So far Kai and Gunner 
are getting on well together - Kai knows 
Gunner is top dog and that’s the way it 
needs to stay for the time being.”

Russian stars take flight 
for Barrie classic on ice

THERE’S magic in the air 
the minute Peter Pan first 
flies into the Darling 
children’s bedroom. 

The Russian Ice Stars are back 
at the Cambridge Corn 
Exchange and this year they 
have an added dimension - 
flight. 

Peter flies in at low level, so 
you do a double take: did he 
really do that? From where I 
was sitting I couldn’t see the 
wires at all, so of course he did! 
It’s been good even up until 
then, with an intro ensemble in 
which the author goes for a 
stroll in Hyde Park and watches 
some children playing, which 
gives him The Idea. From then 
on, brilliantly, the set centres on 
a giant book, inevitably Peter 
Pan by J M Barrie, which 
opens out to backcloth size. 
The skaters turn the pages to 
change to the different scenes. 
It’s an exciting, and surprisingly 
modern, story. Parents who go 
out for the night only to return 
to find their three children 
spirited away, a deadly bomb 
concealed in a present meant 
to kill someone ...

In this Never-Neverland, of 
course, everyone wears skates 
and it doesn’t stop them sailing 
pirate ships, climbing the 
rigging, capturing neighbouring 
Indians as hostages, engaging 
in spectacular sword fights or 
even swimming under water. 
The skating, of course, is fire 
on ice. To pick out a few, Dmitri 
Naumkin is the athletic Peter, 
muscley and all boy. He’s ably 
paired with arch-rival Captain 
Hook (Aleksei Kozlov) in the 
exciting fight scenes. Valdis 
Mlntals, perhaps surprisingly 
for his solo role as J M Barrie, 
gets to show off his great 
talents, and also dances with 
the various characters he has 
created. I thought he and 
Tinkerbell, Ekaterina Mintals- 
Bokiy, really were something 
special together. And no 
wonder. They are. They’re 
married. 

Viktoria Shklover was a 
touching Wendy and the 
Darlings - played by 
understudies Mikhail Stifounine 


and Svetlana Kuprina the night 
I went - were marvellous in 
their grief. 

The mermaids, in their 
imaginative fish costumes, and 
the Indians, with their fire 
juggling and insistent rhythms, 
put on a good show but 
perhaps even more 
spectacular were the pirates, 
because of the aerial 
acrobatics high above the icy 
stage. 

The whole spectacle is bound 
together by the artistic 
direction and choreography of 
Guiseppe Arena and the music 
of composer Silvio Amato - the 
same dynamic duo who 
brought us the enchanting 
Snow White last winter. 

The score is very clever, with all 
sorts of references - a snatch 
of The Barber of Seville when 
Hook is having a shave, for 
example - and, I can’t help 
thinking, something akin to the 
Pirates of the Caribbean's 
repetitive, driving soundtrack. 



It’s a pity the stage isn’t bigger, 
though. The skaters could do 
with a proper ice rink. 

Any chance of them getting 
together with the one on 
Parker's Piece, assuming both 
camps return some time? Then 
the magic could spread even 
further.

Somehow I cannot imagine that I 
when John Wayne single 
handedly took the island of Iwo 
Jima he was thinking much about 
green issues or how much C02 his 
machine was putting into the 
atmosphere. But now the Jeep 
Patriot 2.0-litre CRD Sport has 
won a number of awards for its 
greenness, and its main 
credentials lie in the way in which 
it pussyfoots around the planet 
without upsetting it too much. 

Wayne would not have been 
getting more than 40 miles to the 
gallon from his machine and 
neither would he have achieved 
180g/km in terms of emissions - 
if he knew what emissions were. 

Overall the Patriot offers a very 
reasonable package for anyone 
intending to buy a family sports 
utility 4x4. It is a very pleasant 
car to drive as I discovered when I 
took it through the channel tunnel 
and through to Bruges. And it has

considerable carrying power as I 
discovered when I made the 
return journey loaded with 
Christmas necessities. 

The interior is well appointed 
and spacious, it can certainly 
achieve 43mpg and what is more 
important, prices start around 
£15,995. Out on the open road the 
diesel engine purrs along quietly 
suggesting high levels of 
refinement. But when accelerating 
in traffic it becomes much more 
obvious, although it never reaches 
the point of becoming a nuisance. 

Manual versions feature an 
easy to use six-speed gearbox in 
which the sixth gear is really a 
very high cruising gear. The 
remaining ratios are quite nicely 
spaced for use in traffic. And 
unlike a number of its 
competitors, where you battle 
with broken nails and torn 
ligaments to raise or lower the 


rear seats, the Patriot sensibly 
offers tape loops which emerge 
from the squabs. One pull and the 
seat folds forward neatly to reveal 
a very large interior at the rear. 

The Patriot is available in Sport 
or Limited trim and offers both 
manual and automatic 
transmission. You can even have 
the highly anti-social set of 
loudspeakers which drop down 
from the raised boot lid to blast 
away for outdoor parties. Inside, 
some clever wiring means you can 
get sound from your MP3 player. 

I doubt if Patriot buyers will 
ever subject their car to any 
strenuous off-road activity but if 
they do I can assure them they are 
in for a pleasant surprise. The 
Patriot has a four wheel drive 
system that switches auto¬ 
matically from normal front to 
four wheel drive if any of the 
wheels lose traction. And of 
course it comes with the usual 
ABS anti-skid system, traction 
control and an electronic stability 
programme. 

But you can forget all this and 
use it as a family 4x4 which is not 
damaging the environment to the 
same extent as some of its 
competitors and which will get 
you out of trouble when the road 
gets really sticky in the winter.

THE gritting teams are well 
busy now that winter’s frosts 
have set in, and they do a 
fantastic job keeping Britain 
on the move. 

But all that grit and salt can 
take its toll on the family car, 
and will affect its resale value 
if you don’t make a point of 
regularly sluicing away the 
damaging deposits that cake 
up around the wheel arch, 
underside, and front grille 
areas. 

More importantly, if the car 
is due a service - get it 
booked in. Again, the harsh 
weather means that a car’s 
vital components - fluid 
levels, anti-freeze, brakes and 
tyres - are easily affected, 
and all need a check. 

Fast-fit centres and local 
garages alike often offer free 
winter vehicle checks - 
adverts for them appear in 
local and national news¬ 
papers - with motorists pay¬ 
ing only for any parts needed. 

But there’s more at stake 
than improving a car’s 
reliability - a service and/or 
safety check will significantly 
protect your wheeled 
investment’s resale value. 

Sadly, many British drivers 
rely on the one time each 
year that an older car HAS to 
visit a garage - for the MOT - 


to determine its road¬ 
worthiness. 

Remember, service history 
is often queried by buyers in 
the second-hand market - 
they want concrete evidence 
that vehicle has been looked 
after - and the lack of one can 
see anything up to £1,000 
knocked off the asking price. 

Worse, it could see buyers 
simply turn and walk away, 
rendering a vehicle 
unsaleable. 

No-one wants to sell a car 
that’s three years old and 
over from such a weak 
bargaining position, so a few 
quid spent in the service bay 
now will more than repay you 
in the long run. 

As for the cleaning 
operation, use a hose - or a 
high-pressure washer if you 
have access to one -to sluice 
off the car, particularly the 
nooks and crannies. 

Follow that up with a good 
shampooing, and if weather 
permits, apply a coat of wax 
and then polish the 
bodywork. 

Lastly, a regular look at the 
screen-wash bottle is vital - it 
takes only minutes to check 
and fill, and will avoid the risk 
of stripping away the screen- 
wipers’ rubber on dry, dirty 
glass. 


Publisher EurotaxGlass’s, 
meanwhile, says used-car 
showrooms will again suffer 
from the Christmas lull, with 
customers focusing on super¬ 
market trolley wheels to the 
detriment of the motoring kind. 

With dealer showrooms 
quiet, and thoughts of buying a 
used car put on hold until the 
New Year, many second-hand 
car dealers use the final month 
of the year to ensure they have 
the right balance of stock in 
preparation for the anticipated 
January uplift in sales. 

Anecdotal evidence 
indicates their preference will 
be for used cars with high 
levels of specification, as 
such vehicles prove to be 


most popular with 
prospective buyers early in 
the new year - aircon and 
heated car seats often top 
winter-wheels shopping lists, 
for obvious reasons. 

According the used-car 
market experts at 
EurotaxGlass’s, which 
publishes Glass’s Guide, 
December is a good time to 
buy, given the low levels of 
footfall in showrooms, and 
the desire among retailers to 
manage their stocks. 

But remember, too, it is 
also a relatively hard time to 
sell or part-exchange a car - 
particularly a low- 
specification one - to a trade 
outlet.

SWIMMING: HAVERHILL ACE LOOKS AHEAD TO OLYMPIC CHALLENGE 


Birchers 
eyes fixed 

on Beijing 


DESPITE losing his goggles in a big 
race this year, Haverhill swimmer 
Alan Bircher’s eyes remain focused 
firmly on his goals for 2008. 

The open water ace endured a torrid time 
at the Seville leg of the World Cup in June 
place after his goggles snapped. 

But he recovered to end the season back in 
the world’s top 10 for the 10km event, giving 
him confidence for when the discipline 
becomes part of the Olympics next year. 

“I am pretty satisfied with my results this 
year,” said Bircher. “My main goal was 
breaking into the top 10 again, which I 
achieved, finishing eighth. 

“Losing the goggles was just one of those 
things. I am glad it happened this year and 
not in 2008!” 

After a lacklustre couple of seasons, the 
2004 World silver medallist was intent on 
displaying a return to form in 2007, but at 
the World Championships in Melbourne 
back in March he was dealt a cruel blow. 

“I had flu for two weeks before,” he said. 
“So I didn’t swim for six to eight days. 

“I felt in great condition and raced well 
tactically, I just ran out of energy with 500m 
to go.”

Although he was disappointed to finish in 
eighth place, Bircher felt his performance 
promised of better things to come, which he 
soon proved in a taxing European and World 
Cup double-header in London. 

“I knew I had some big swims in me,” he 
said. “I had back-to-back races, but finished 
first in the 5km, and then second against a 
fresh, world-class field in the 10km.” 

With the major competitions finishing so 
early this year, the British champion has 
spent plenty of time assessing and 
amending his training schedule. 

He said: “I have raised my level with the 
addition of a good gym programme, and I’ve 
just got back from a warm weather camp in 
Australia which couldn’t have gone better.” 

Bircher hopes the improvements will bear 
fruit for what is a crucial upcoming year. 

Recent races in the Far East should serve 
as a good taster for conditions at the 
Olympics, provided he first qualifies via the 
World Championships in Seville - the scene 
of the goggle disaster. 

“I have had some good performances in

Seville previously,” he said. “So I know the 
course well and I’m not worried. 

“And the Asia meets gave us a good idea of 
what we’ll have to deal with in Beijing.” 

The 26 year old would obviously love to be 
among the frontrunners in China, but if he 
does miss out, there may be another chance 
in four years’ time. 

He said: “I’ll prepare myself well and race 
as hard as I can in Beijing, and hopefully the 
result will follow. 

“But I got a real buzz from racing at home 
in London this year, and I always seem to be 
in the medals when the water is cold. That 
can only be good news for the Games in 
2012 !”

Westley reflects on his perfect year 


RISING young cricket star Tom Westley 
did not really need any Christmas 
presents this year - he had already 
received all he could have dreamed of 
in the past 12 months. 

The Weston Colville-based 18-year-old 
all-rounder made his first-class debut for 
Essex, securing a new two-year contract 
with the club in the process, and also 
broke into the England under-19 test 
side despite being a year younger than 
the rest of the squad. 

To top everything off, he was also 
selected for next year’s Under-19 World 
Cup in Malaysia. 

“It’s been a massive year for me,” said 
Westley, who played his club cricket for 
Saffron Walden. “I’ve achieved a lot of 
the goals I set for myself.” 

The good times started in May when he 
made his first-class bow against UCCE 
at Fenner’s. “It was nice to make my 


debut back in Cambridge,” he said. “I 
got 46 not out and felt pretty good. 
“Then towards the end of the season I 
played some county championship 
games, got a few more runs and 
established myself somewhat.” 

Westley’s progress was noted by 
England, and he was given an early 
promotion into the under-19 ranks, 
where he impressed by taking seven 
wickets in the first Test against Pakistan. 
“I hadn’t done much bowling prior to the 
game,” he said. “So I was pretty 
nervous. As I didn’t get many runs, the 
wickets kept me in frame for the one- 
day series, and then the World Cup.” 
The youngster was delighted to cement 
his place for the tournament in February. 
“It was a dream come true,” he said. “I’ll 
be in my own age group by then so I’ll 
probably take more of a batting role, and 
I’ll still be second spinner.” 


To help in his preparation for both the 
World Cup and next season, Westley 
has been training out in Australia during 
the winter as part of Essex’s Graham 
Gooch Scholarship scheme. 

“There are 12 of us out here in an 
academy,” he said. “It’s a great 
opportunity for me. 

“We’ve a training schedule and we are 
also playing A-grade club cricket in 
Perth. It’s difficult at times, because for 
any young batsman Australia is the 
toughest place to play, but it stands us 
in good stead for the future.” 

Westley hopes the experience will help 
him push on to greater things now that 
he has netted a new deal with Essex. 
“My ultimate goal is to get a National 
Academy place,” he said. “But first I 
have to establish myself in the Essex 
first team.”
